Elder  Monson  was  named  to  the 
Council  of  Twelve  Apostles,  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lattw*- 
day  Saints,  Oct.  4,  1963,  filling  a 
vacancy  created  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Elder  N.  Eldon  Tanner  as 
Second  Counselor  in  the  First  Pres- 
idency. 

EBder  Monson  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Canadian  Mission  from 
1959  to  1962.  Prior  to  that  lime 
he  served  in  the  presidency  of  the 
Temple  View  Stake  in  Salt  Lake

F.  Gar>'  Jacobson  was 
wounded  in  battle  on  April  28  when  an  enemy  booby  trap  exploded,  wounding  him 
in  the  head.  neck,  and  leg.  He  is  presently  at  the  Yokohama  Hospital  in  Japan 
recovering  from  his  injuries,  and  the  following  column  is  his  first  since  being 
wounded,  and  a report  of  that  experience.)

Exhausted  and  very  dirty  on  the  fifth  day  of  combat 
operations,  hearing  the  command  “Break  for  cliow,”  I auto- 
imatically  chose  my  position  on  the  perimeter  of  defense 
j under  the  comparative  comfort  and  shade  of  the  nearby 
banana  trees. 

The  next  thing  I remember  was  an  awful  pain  seeming 
to  come  from  everywhere,  voices  reassuring  me  that  I was 
all  light,  and  Medic-Vac  was  on  the  way.  I heard  no  explosion 
hurtling  me  to  the  ground,  saw  no  faces,  and  voices  sounded 
distant,  as  if  on  a radio. 

I had  completed  several  days  of  sweepmissions  aided  by 
the  Republic  of  Viet  Nam  troops  and  four  M-40  tracks,  of 
several  small  villages.  The  evening  before  I had  dodged  the 
fire  of  a persistent  sniper  as  I tried  to  set  up  a claymoor 
mine. 

I vaguely  remember  the  ride  on  a stretcher  to  Landing 
Zone  Betty  then  to  Nha  Trang  8th  Field  Hospital,  and  was 
semi-conscious  when  the  doctoi*s  started  to  cut  my  hair  be- 
fore the  operations,  but  I was  completely  unconscious  before 
my  hair  was  finished. 

I awoke  very  weak,  and  in  bed.  I learned  than  shrapnel 
in  the  rear  area  of  the  brain  required  that  a piece  be  cut  out 
of  my  skull  about  2 inches  by  3 inches,  and  later  must  be  re- 
placed by  a plate  of  metal  or  plastic.  Because  of  the  location 
of  the  operation  there  would  be  a temporary  deficiency  of 
seeing,  hearing,  speech,  and  mental  capabilities.  Hopefully 
I will  recover  the  use  of  all  senses  involved. 

My  left  leg  was  swollen  and  unusable,  having  shrapnel 
that  entered  in  four  places,  requiring  about  twenty  stitches 
and  a place  about  the  size  of  a silver  dollar  which  left  the 
muscle  visible. 

I learned  later  that  the  mine  had  been  of  a Chinese  type,

buried  except  for  three  small  protruding  prongs.  A buddy  oj 
mine,  Pfc.  Harold  R.  Dixon  had  also  been  wounded  in  tlj 
leg  and  side  by  the  same  mine.  I 

Life  in  a combat  hospital  is  quite  different  than  the  li 
of  sacrifice,  exhaustion,  plain  old  dirt,  and  possible  death 
disfiguration  that  are  the  living  conditions  of  the  infanti; 
trooper  in  war-scarred  Viet  Nam. 

I spent  six  days  at  the  hospital  in  Nha  Trang,  one  di 
in  the  Philippines,  and  have  spent  11  days  at  the  106th  Gei 
eral  Hospital  here  in  Yokahama,  Japan. 

It  is  a life  of  pain,  but  humility  for  me,  as  there  _ 
many  that  are  so  much  worse  off  than  I.  I am  in  a Neuroli 
gical  Ward.  There  are  patients  that  have  been  burned  ov5 
mo§t  of  their  bodies,  and  recipients  of  Viet  Cong  bullet^ 
mines,  and  claymoors.  My  symptoms  are  common.  There  ^ 
some  who  are  human  vegetables,  and  some  who  have  be^ 
reduced  to  a state  where  they  are  incapable  of  taking  car| 
of  themselves  after  their  wounds  have  healed. 

There  are  those  who  seem  physicalh'-  normal  but  gr. 
themselves  away  as  they  speak.  They  have  been  here  a mal, 
ter  of  weeks  or  months,  but  cannot  tell  their  own  bed  or  th| 
direction  to  it  while  standing  next  to  it.  They  speak  oftd 
that  they  are  fed  up  and  going  home  from  Japan,  as  if  horn 
were  just  around  the  corner. 

There  are  about  50-60  patients  per  ward  in  this  Japai 
hospital,  and  each  has  his  own  story  of  pain,  fear,  and  of  hii 
narrow  escapes  from  the  Viet  Cong. 

There  is  plenty  of  time  to  think  in  a hospital  bed.  Th| 
terrors  of  war  are  often  relived  in  thoughts  and  dreami 
How  the  individual  patient  earned  his  Purple  Heart  is  th) 
subject  of  much  thought,  but  little  discussion,  as  the  patietf 
does  not  like  to  think  about  it. 

An  Infantry  soldier  is  used  to  the  action,  exhaustioli 
dirt,  and  simple  life,  but  while  in  a hospital  everything  is  th 
opposite.  The  life  in  bed  with  plenty  of  sleep,  cleanliness,  an 
games,  cokes,  or  candy  as  close  as  the  nearest  Red  Cros| 
representative  who  will  do  anything  possible  for  you,  is  thj 
life  offered  to  hospital  patients.  The  Red  Cross  will  do  aiij* 
thing  from  buying  candy,  pop,  or  cigarets  if  you  smoke.  t| 
bringing  you  books  from  the  library  or  the  latest  magaziiiii 
to  read  and  keep.  They  bring  you  stationary  and  see  to  it  thi 
Finance  Office  calls  on  you,  or  simply  do  their  best  to  solw 
any  problems  you  may  have  with  the  Army,  or  of  a persona 
nature. 

The  life  of  pain  and  inactivity  isn't  worth  it  though,  a 
any  soldier  in  the  hospital  would  like  to  be  free  of  his  wound 
and  be  able  to  walk  in  the  sun  and  fresh  air  and  be  healtlij 
and  normal  once  more. 

Among  soldiers  in  the  hospital  there  is  a great  fear 
having  to  return  to  Vietnam  wdien  their  wounds  are  healei 
because  they  have  come  so  close  to  death  themselves 
have  seen  so  many  of  their  buddies  die  in  battle.  To  mai^ 
soldiers  a life  free  from  pain  and  sorrow  would  be  woif 
going  back.
